What the 
author of "The Greatest Thing in the 
W'>rld" wanted, was that that person who 
believes today and doubts tomorrow, and 
so on until he has built up by his own mind 
and thought a belief in God and man 
that is worth having and that is strong 
enough with which to meet life's prob- 
lems. What the world does not want is 
the man who was told a thing, rightly or 
wiongly, when young about matters re- 
ligious, and who, in the face of advanc- 
ing knowledge has stubbornly refused to 
change his opinions throughout the years. 
The man who is not willing to hear the 
other side is the individual who blocks 
tbo progress of the world. The man who 
considers that his parents or his teacher 
told him in his youth all that was nec- 
esxary to know about religion is tbe man 
tho windows of whose house never grow 
larger and whose outlook upon life re- 
miiins.always narrowly tbe same. It ia a 
grout mistake for people to think that to 
be once a Christian is to bo always a 
Christian. 
Christianity is not a ready- 


mnde garment that can be acquired by 
professing certain beliefs when young, 
and worn unaltered through life. 
Christ- 


ianity, much to tbo contrary, is a thing to 
be acquired anew every day of our lives, 
because every clay 
should bring added 


knowledge, and added knowlpge should 
give new HUit, and new light 
should 


m<>an a broader and better faith in things 
senn and unseen. 


But he who refuses to accept new light, 


or In other words holds himself cook-sure 
of his belief, as if beliefs should never 
be changed, ah, there is the pity. What 
can we say of the mothers who would not 
permit tneir daughters to read "Robert 
EUmei-o" when it was published, for fear 
thiit the 
religious questions discussed 


therein would unsettle the opinions they 
had instilled in the young minds and 
been taught to hold? What shall we 
think ot the parents who do not permit 
thoir children to attend other churches 
than their own or do not allow books of 
other creeds to come into their homes? 
Perhaps, as the father who shields his 
son always from temptation and yet never- 
thuless expects 
him to grow 
strong.

knowledge whatever. The man who has 
triiveled only from New York to Bombay 
and back can hardly say he has been 
around the world.

The two most precious things on this 


•Ide of the grave are our reputation and 
our life. But it is to be lamented tbat 
tin most contemptible whisper may de- 
pr.ve us of one and the weakest weapon of 
the other. 


Anguish of mind has driven thousand* 


to suicide; anguish of body, none. Thli 
proves tbat the health of the mind is of 
far more consequence to our happiness 
than the health of our body, although 
both are deserving of much more atten- 
tion that either of them receive. 


The great difficulty in pulpit eloquence 


is to give the subject all the dignity it so 
fully deserves without attaching any im- 
portance to the occupant of tbe pulpit. 
Some preachers reverse the thing, 
they 


give so much importance to themselves 
that the have none left for the suoject. 


Most women will forgive a liberty, 


rather than a slight, and if any woman 
were to hang a man for stealing her pic- 
ture, although it were set in gold, it would 
be a new case in law; but, if he carried off 
the setting and left tbe portrait, his safety 
could not be answered for, even if a 
Demosthenes were his pleader. 


Gunius, when employed in works whose 


tendency it is to demoralise and degrade 
us should be contemplated with abhor- 
rence, rather than with admiration; such 
a monument of its power may indeed be 
stamped with immortality, but, like the 
Coliseum at Rome, we deplore its mag- 
nificence, because we detest the purpose 
for which it was designed. 


As it is far more difficult to be just than 


to be generous, so also thove will often find 
it a much harder task to punish than to 
pardon, who have both in their power. 
There is no one quality of the mind that 
requires more resolution, and receives a 
less reward than that prospective but ulti- 
mately merciful severity which strikes the 
individual, for the good of the commun- 
ity. 
Thu popular voice the tears of rela- 


tives, tho influence of rank, the eloquence 
of talent, may all conspire to recommend 
an act of clemency, itself most grateful to 
the sympathies of him whose high situa- 
tion bus privileged him to exert it. What 
shall we put into the opposite scale? The 
public good; but it may happen that the 
public themselves have signified their 
willingness to waive this high considera- 
tion. Here then, the supreme head of the 
state is forced upon a trial almost too 
great for humanity; he is called upon to 
sink the feelings of the man in the firm' 
ness of the magistrate, to sacrifice the 
finest sensibilities of the heart to the 
sternest dictates of the head, and to exhib- 
it an integrity more pure than tbe ice of 
Zembla, but as repulsive and as cold. 
Those who can envy a sovereign so pain- 
ful a perogative know little of others, and 
less of themselves. 


A writer, more splendid than solid, 


seems to thnk that vice may lose half its 
guilt by loosing all its grosaness. .An idea 
suggested, perhaps, by the parting ana 
thema fulminated by Gibbon against the 
fellows of Magdalen—"men," he said, "in 
whom were united all the malevolence of 
monks, without their erudition,and all the 
sensuality of libertines without their re 
Hnement." But it would be as well per- 
haps for the interests oE humanity if vice 
of e\ery kind were more odious and less 
attractive; if she were always exhibited to 
us, like tho drunken Helot to the youths 
of Sparta, in her true and disgusting 
shape. 
It is fitting that what is foul 


within should be foul also without. To 
give the semblance of purity to the sub- 
stance of corruption is to proffer the poi- 
son of Circe in a crystal goblet, and to 
steal the bridal vestments of the virgin to 
add more allurement to the seductive 
smiles of the harlot, 


A wise minister would rather preserve 


peace than gain a victory because he 
knows that even the most successful war 
leaves nations generally more poor, always 
more profligate than 
it found them. 


There are real evils 
that cannot 
be 


brought into the list of indemnities, and 
the demoralizing influence of war is not 
the least of them. 
The triumphs of 


truth are the most glorious, chiefly be- 
cause they are the most bloodless of all 
victories, 
deriving their highest lustre 


from tne number of the saved, not the 
slain. 
If those alone who "sowed the -wind did 
reap the whirlwnd," it would be well. 
But the mischief is, that the blindness of 
bigotry, the madness of ambition, and the 
miscalculations of diplomacy, seek their 
victims principally among the innocent 
and the unoffending. 
The cottage is sure 


to suffer from every error of the court, the 
cabinet, or the camp. 
When error sits in 


the seat of power and of authority, and is 
generated in high places, it may be com- 
pared to that torrent which originates 
indeed in the mountain, but commits its 
devastation in the dale. 


As in agriculture, he that can produce 


the greatest crop is not the best farmer, 
but he that can effect it with the least ex- 
pense; so in society, he is not the most 
valuable member who can bring about the 
most good, but he tbat can accomplish it 
with the least admixture of concomitant 
ill. For let no man presume to think that 
he can devise any plan of extensive good, 
unalloyed and unadulterated with evil. 
This is the pierogotive of the Godhead 
alone! 


Great minds rather deserva contempo- 


raneous applause without obtaining it 
than obtain without deserving it; if it 
follow them, it is well, but they will not 
deviate to follow it. 
With inferior minds 


the reverse is observable; so that they 
can command the flattery of knaves while 
lining, they care not tor the execrations of 
honest men when dead. 
Milton neither 


aspired to present fame not even expected 
it; but (to use his own words) his high 
ambition was "to leave something so 
written to after ages that they should not 
willingly let it die. And Onto finely ob- 
served, he would much rather that poster- 
ity should inquire why no statues were

on and that tbe hoofs are always in a mos 
filthy condition. 


Tbe hoofs are not even washed after th 


lamb or sheep is killed, and with the re 
fuse of the stock yard between the lobes o 
the animals' feet the carcasses are packec 
in air-tight cars ana sent on the long 
journey to Jersey. 


Two hoofs, just ordinary samples, were 


taken to State Dairy and Food Commiss 
Joner McGuire. 


They will be submitted by Mr. McGuire 


to the state chemist and action in th 
matter will be taken by the state and loca 
health authorities. 


In Pennsylvania there is a state law pro

the seventy aged inmates, 
who found 


refuge in their declining yeara have come 
face to face with poverty again by reason 
of the misfortunes which have overtaken 
the manager and owner of the home, Mrs.

For months food has been scant in the 


home, which is composed of three dwell 
ing houses at Twenty-first and Columbia 
avenue. The rent has been unpaid and 
only for the timely assistance afforded by 
five men the struggle for existence woulc 
have terminated weeks ago, and the help- 
less inmates have been forced into the 
streets. 


To save the old folks from eviction and 


gain time within which to provide for 
their future a self-constituted committee 
has paid the rent of the home to May 1, 
and teinorarily assumed responsibility for 
its management. 


Mrs. Hart's dream of philanthropy was 


so extensive as to be impracticable unless 
she possessed abundant means. 
She 


started after many disappointments, with 
a capital of $3000, and for fifteen years 
has conducted, without trammels of sys- 
tem, an abiding place for the penniless 
ana aged poor. 


Starting out with only the single idea 


of caring for the homeless aged, Mrs. 
Hart made but a single requisite for ad- 
mission—a person possessing absolutely 
no money could find a home with her. 
She trusted her philanthropic undertaking 
to the charity of the people—and upon 
this plan she claims to have succeeded. 


"My failure has come just as success 


seemed assured," said Mrs. Hart to a 
North American reporter. "The Board of 
Charities and Correction first reported 
that my work was not practicable, and 
$2600 just about to fall in our hands was 
diverted from us. Then when the Board 
of Health declared this home -unclean,and 
so much fuss was made because we did not 
have 
more than two bathrooms for 


seventy people, more unfavorable criti- 
cism has come upon us. 


"I know I have no business ability, but 


I am heart and soul in this work, and I 
want it to succeed. Probably it has grown 
beyond me. If that is so I am willing to 
have a new head for the institution, if I 
can stay here and finish the work to which 
I have been devoted for years. 


"The Board of Health has directed me 


to reduce the number in the home to fifty. 
Thie is the hardest blow of my life. 
I 


can't send them away. As soon as one has 
his or her name mentioned as being upon 
the list of those to be sent away they beg 
to be allowedto remain. They fear to be 
sent to Block ley. 
They do good work 


there, but what a difference here, wnere so 
much freedom is allowed, and we are all 
like one happy family"

American Methods for English 


Workmen. 


There was recently published in the 


London Times a letter from the building 
manager of the Westinghouse manufactur- 
ing Company, dealing with trie subject of 
the amount of work that can be got out of 
British workmen, which has attracted a 
great deal of attention in England, and 
has stirred up a controversy that has 
found its way to this side of the water. 
It seems that in the construction of the 
works of the Westinghouso Company at 
Manchester, England, British bricklayers 
were employed for laying the several 
millions of bricks required in the con- 
struction of the various shops. The con- 
tract was carried out under an American 
manager, who used the same methods that 
he employed in the erection of the West- 
inghouse 
factories at Pitteburg; and, 


according to the writer of the letter, the 
result has proved that it is possible to get 
as rapid work out of the English workmen 
as out of the American. Certain Proceed- 
ings of the Works Committee of the Lon- 
don County Council, recently published, 
have shown that the average London bricfe 
layer considers that if he lays 400 to 500 
bricks he has done a fair day's work. The 
average number laid per day in Man 
Chester is not very much higher; but under 
the system employed by Mr. Stewart it 
seems that 
the British workmen laic 


bricks at the rate of 1,800 a day, and that 
on tne commoner class of worn, for wbich 
less care was required, they reached 
high a figure as 3,250 bricks a day. Thie 
is taken to prove that the British workman 
can do as well as the American, whose 
average is about 2,000 bricks on gooc 
work. It is claimed that the result is th 
more stricking because the question of th 
union does not appear to have entered into 
he problem at all, for Mr. Stewart employs 
unionists and is on very good terms with 
the union. It is claimed that the diffei- 
enco in the amount of work done is due to 
the American system of management, in 
wbich tbe employer and not the man is 
master and insists that every possible 
labor-saving system and device shall be 
used. 


On the other hand, a reply has been 


sent to the Times from an English brick 
layer, with extensive experience both in 
England and America, who says that the 
comparison is misleading, for tbe reason 
that the American bricks are smaller anc 
lighter than the British bricks. The brick 
used in this country is 8 inches long by 
4 inches deep and 2% inches in thickness 
and it takes, according to tbe writer, 1,170 
to equal in measurement 880 English 
bricks; furthermore, he states that, work 
ing in America, bricklayers who have been 
paid a dolllar a day more than the union 
rate have given satisfaction when they se 
trom 500 to 700 bricks a day according to 
the quality of the work. This, on the 
other hand, is explained by a correspond 
ent on this side of the water, who states 
that the lower rate quoted refers to th 
men who lav the fine facing pressed brick 
which requires special skill and care. Ai 
English contemporary, commenting on tbe 
controversy, explains the discrepancy b; 
saying that for tbe rougher class ol 
work, of the kind fo'r which the Westing 
house manager claims such a high recori 
a day, it is customary in this country to 
use a much wetter mortar than is used in 
Great Britain, and this enables the brick 
layer not only to spread his mortar more 
rapidly, but to set tbe bricks with a single 
tap of the trowl instead of having to ham- 
mer them down into place, as is necessary 
with the stiff mortar used by the British 
workman. It is probable that the truth o 
the matter lies, as usual, somewhere be 
tween the two extremes. 


This Is My Last 


An important litigation will be begun 


in the Bucks county courts tomorrow, May 
2d. This will be nothing lees than a teet 
of the constitutionality of the Fooht-Em- 
ery Franchise Act, wbich was railroaded 
through the recent Pennsylania Legisla- 
ture. This litigation will affect al) rail- 
wars chartered under that act, and espe- 
cially the vast interests now held by tbe 
Philadelphia franchise grabbers. The case 
will come up under the injunction pro- 
ceedings against the Neshamlny Elevated 
Railway Company, which the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad interests have so bitterly op- 
posed in the local courts for several years. 
Whatever decision is reached»will undoubt- 
edly be appealed to the Supreme Oourt 
for final decision.

r~ A FAMOUS HIGHWAY.— 


The Cumberland Road, Which Wau 


Prvjeetea by Henry Clay 


The most remarkable highway built 


In the United States early in the nine- 
teenth century was the so called Cum- 
berland road, which was to extend 
from Cumberland, Md., through south- 
western Pennsylvania, over the Alle- 
ghiiny mountains to the Ohio at Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., and then o» to St. Louis. 
It was so »vll constructed that It Is a 
good road todnj. Henry Clay was Its 
projector and chief supporter, and his 
services In Its behalf arc commemorat- 
ed by a inon n men t near Wheeling. We 
are told by letters written at that pe- 
riod that "there were sometimes twen- 
ty gayly painted four liorse coaches 
each way daily. The cattle and sheep 
were neter out of si^ht, and canvas 
covered wagons were diuwn by six to 
twelve horses." 


On this great road, which eventually 


passed Into the bands of the states 
through which It runs, the government 
expended no less a sum than $7,000,000. 
Within a inlle of It on either side the 
country was a wilderness, but on the 
highway Itself the traffic was as dense 
as tn the main street of a large town, 
'ion miles an hour was the usual speed 
for coaches. From Baltimore to Wheel- 
ing ran lines of freight wagons, which 
carried ten tons, drawn by twelve 
horses aud with wheels ten feet in di- 
ameter.—Pearson's Magazine.
